Section 1... towns... authorized 
to provide in cooperation with 
the Federal government educa- 
tional facilities for children 
in a federal housing project 
or on a government reservation 
and to accept funds and to dis 
burse same for current expend- 
itures of its school system 
in providing free schooling. 
Section 2. Any amounts re- 
ceived from the Federal govern 
ment by the sch@] committee 
of a city, town, or regimal 
school district, pursuant to 
the provisions of P, L. 874 
shall be deposited with the 
treasurer of such city, town, 
or school district, and held 
as a separate account, and ex- 
pended by said school commit- 
tee without further appropria- 
tion notwithstanding the pro- 
visims of Sectim 53 of Chap- 
ter 44 0f G. L, 
5% of Wilmington’s school 
children are children of Fed- 
eral employees. The Federal 
government will pay 80% of the 
amount due immediately calcu- 
lated to be $9,907, or approx- 
imately $8000 the remaining 
20% after year end attendance 
is checked. The amount will 
vary from year to year, de- 
pending on the number of chil- 
dren who fall into this cate-

Both of them lived in a city 
called Tata, but called Tata- 
banya (City of Tata), which 
is about 50 kilometers west of 
Budapest (30 miles). 

Tata is an industrial city of 
about 36000 people. It has 
cement factories, and coal 
wines, and some aluminum mines, 
The Cement factories have been 
there for many years - started 
in the days of the old Austro- 
Hungarian empire, by a corpor- 
ation, but now nationalized by 
the Soviet Hungarian govern- 
ment.

diesel locomotives at the 
plant. 


Illona worked at the plant 
too - pushing heavy dumpcarts, 
on rails, to a dumping place. 

An idea of the size of the 
dumpcarts can be had from the 
lfact that they held just about 
jone cubic yard of raw lime- 
stone. Two women would push 
the cart - eight and one half 
hours a day, for the wage of 
2.60 fdrints an hour. 

50 forints equal one dollar 
in United States currency, so 
these women were paid just o- 
ver 5 cents an hour for their 
work, 

John was the highest paid of 
the group. As a skilled oper- 
ator of a large powered shovel 
he was paid the munificent sal 
ary of 960 forints a month -- 
just under $20 a month. 

He worked 10 hours a day, and 
six days a week. Once in a 
year he was allowed to really 
@ ‘all out’ and earn money. 
He would work about 450 hours 
in one month, and for this he 
would be paid 2500 forints -- 
$50! 

The homes in which these peo- 
Dle lived had been cmstructed 
about 60 years ago, by the old 
corporation. Each family had 
two rooms, a tenement, one of 
six which stood side by side

in what can be described as a 
‘row house’. On each end was 
a toilet, shared by three fam- 
ilies. Each room had an elec- 
tric light, and no more, They 
were charged for the outlet, 
not for the amount of current 
used for lighting, so that if 
they didn’t use the lights 
they still had to pay. 

In a few instances there 
were facilities, privately 
owned. Maria owned an elec- 
tric iron, which she used to 
iron other peoples clothes, 
and dresses which she made at 
night after her days work was 
done. She paid 45 forints a 
month extra because she owned 
the iron. 

There were radios available, 
at a price, and severely taxed. 
The tax for owning a radio was 
10 forints a month. If it was 
one that had been made since 
the Russians had taken over 
the country it could listen to 
two statims only - both Com- 
munist. 

But there were some of the 
pre-war vintage radios around, 
too - the kind in which the o- 
perator can choose the station 
to which he wants to listen. 
Such radios were used only af 
ter dark, in darkened rooms, 
and behind closed doors. The 
stations to which they were 
tuned were such as Radio Free 
Birope, and the British Broad- 
casting System. 

The economics of the family 
was a very severe thing, under 
the Russians. George, a skill 
ed machinist, was paid 3.30 
forints an hour. He started 
wrk at 5 am and worked 9% 
hours, This was one hour more 
; than some of the others worked 
for he had to wipe down loco-

motives after the days work 
had been done. He earned a 
little over 30 forints a day - 
60 cents. 

Illona, his wife, earned a- 
bout 18.7 forints a day - 37 
cents. The two made, by their 
combined efforts less than one 
dbllar a day. 

One kilo (2.2 pounds) of: 
black bread, of the cheapest 
variety, cost 3 forints - 6 
cents. A kilo of sugar was 
10% forints, and a-kilo of 
pork was 30 forints - 30 cents 
& pound. 

Clothes were extremely ex- 
pensive. A shirt that a man 
could wear to church was 190 
forints - about $4, and it 
would not be classified.as a

States. The two people saved 
for a whole year in order to 
buy a cheap overcoat that 
George could wear. 

The women, as has been stated 
also worked. Day nurseries 
were provided for children, but 
Maria (Mrs. John Pehl) stayed 
at home because she had two 
children. She, as has been 
related, would do sewing, and 
ironing, to make a little more 
money. 

Those women who like Illona 
had to work at the minehead 
wuld boil a pot of coffee at 
5 am, and this with bread - no 
butter or other spread, would 
constitute the breakfast for 
the family. They the women 
would take their children to 
the day nursery, put in a full- 
take their 
children home, and cook a sup- 
per which consisted of some 
variety of soup - lavesh, it 
was called - a bean soup or a 
potato soup, without meat of 
any sort. About 10 pm there 
wuld be a third meal, if a 
meal it could be called, cof- 
fee and bread, or perhaps a 
sweet roll. 

There was no possibility of 
saving money under the Commun- 
ist rule. There were banks, 
Nationalized, of course, but 
banks that the people did 
trust, but no one could manage 
to put aside any money. 
Theoretically a man could 
borrow money from the bank if 
he wanted to build a home, - 
money that could be repaid in 
30 years, but the terms were 
hard. If one payment was 
missed the bank took the house 
and no loan could be made with 


in Hungary. Each of the 


No.one ever could meet this 
price, and no private homes 
were built. 

The Revolution 

Then came the October Revwl- 
ution, of which the whole 
world knows, 

Tata, lying as it did, 50 
kilometers east of Budapest 
Was not directly affected at 
first. 

The Russian soldiers who had 
been stationed in Hungary were 
discovered not to be reliable, 
and were quickly shipped out 
of the country by the Soviets. 
They were replaced by fresh 
troops from Russia, and a cor- 
don was thrown around Budapest 
at a’distance of 30 kilometers

so that Tata was outside the 
cordon. 
But Russian troops, enroute 
to the cordon, and eventually 
to Budapest, passed through 
Tata, and committee acts of 
pillage and rapine while in 
the city. 
The old folks in the city of 
Budapest tried to escape, and 
were held back by the’ Russians 
whi le the young folks in the 
country tried to get tc Buda- 
pest, to join in the fighting. 
By November everyone knew 
that the Russians were winning 
- ‘if we had had_grms’, the 
Pehl brothers say’- but they 
didn’ t. 
There were seven brothers in 
the Pehl family, and it was 
decided that the youngest 
should stay home, to keep care 
of their mother, while the o- 
thers.escaped, 
Escape meant carrying all the 
clothes they had - two pairs 
of pants, or two dresses for 
the women. Family by family 
they made their way to the 
Austrian border and freedom. 
John and George arrived in 
Vienna in November, both of 
them among the relatively ear- 
ly escapees, but they had to 
remain in the camp in Austria 
until March, when they were 


flown to Camp Kilmer, in New 
Jersey. 
John, the first to arrive in 


Wilmington, came here on the 
4th of April. George and his 
family arrivéd here on the 
10th. 

Four othef brothers are still 
in Europe, but not in Hungary. 
Two are in Sweden, one in Eng- 
land, and one still in Austria, 
John today ms working as the 
sexton of St. Thomas church, 
and is directed in his duties 
ty Father Croke, and helpful 
Parishioners, 

George has a job in the Mal- 
den Spinning Mills in Methuen. 
Both men are anxious to get 
work at their regular trades, 
but first they want to learn 
the English language - some- 
thing that shouldn’t take too 
long, for they are of a high 
order of intelligence.
